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Live in an older house? Get a free lead test and flush your pipes

If you live in a building 
built before 1960 there is a 
good chance lead was used 
in your plumbing system. 

Lead was seen as an ideal 

roduct for pipes for 

ecades because it was 
durable yet malleable. We 
now know it’s poisonous 
even in small amounts and 
should be avoided, espe- 
cially by pregnant women 
and young children. 

So what to do if you live in 
an older house and suspect 
you might have lead pipes? 

A good place to start is a 
free lead test by the Peel Re- 
gion Public Health Depart- 
ment. It’s a 45-minute test 
done by an accredited lab, 
and results are sent directly 
to you. 

“The Region of Peel wel- 
comes the public to partici- 
pate in our lead testing 
program, as results of this 
program also aid in the asset 
management and_ water 
main renewal initiatives,” 
states the Region of Peel 
website. 


Specifically, the Region is 
looking for “homes and 
businesses that were built 
prior to 1960, have plumb- 
ing connected to or sus- 

ected to be connected to 

ead service pipes, may have 
lead plumbing...and pipes 
with lead solder.” 

The 2017 Water Report 
shows that the ae Re- 
gion of Peel’s drinking water 
overall is excellent, with lev- 
els of lead in the municipal 
water so low they cannot be 
detected (below 0.44 parts 
per billion). 

The issue is water sitting 
for long periods of time in 
systems where lead was 
used for plumbing, fittings 
and solder may cause the 
lead to dissolve. 

The Region notes that the 
homeowner’s lead tests con- 
sistently meet provincial 
and federal standards. In the 
rare case test results do indi- 
cate lead above the Provin- 
cial Level, the Region of Peel 
will replace the pipe from 
the outside shutoff valve to 


the water main free of 
charge. 

If the lead is found on the 
homeowner’s side, which 
starts at the water shutoff 
valve in the front of the 
house, the optional replace- 
ment of pipes and fixtures 
would be the owner’s cost. 

Water filters are also an 
option. 

If you live in an older 
home, even one built before 
1990 the Region’s Facts 
about Lead in Drinking 
Water pamphlet recom- 
mends homeowners _ to 
“flush their water before 
drinking, regardless of how 
long it has been since water 
was used in the home.” 

These recommendations 
have been in place for at 
least 10 years. 

“Tt is recommended to run 
the drinking water pees 
until the water feels cold to 
the touch,” continues the 
brochure, noting this could 
be “anywhere from 15 sec- 
onds to two or more min- 
utes.” 


Those returning after long 
periods of time should do a 
thorough flush of the sys- 
tem. This would remove any

SHIP offers low-income internet to Peel residents

Residents in low-income 
housing projects and co-ops 
within Peel will soon have 
more affordable access to in- 
ternet services, via an ex- 
panded program offered by 
one of the country’s largest 
communications companies. 

Rogers announced Tuesday 
afternoon that it has part- 
nered with SHIP (Services 
and Housing in the Province) 
to deliver affordable internet 
services to more than 200 
housing partners via the Con- 
nected for Success Program. 

The program, which is in its 
fifth year, previously offered 
low-cost internet services to 
12,000 households within 
Peel Region. 

The new partnership and 
expanded profile now means 
more than 150,000 house- 
holds within Peel are eligible 
to benefit from the program. 

SHIP CEO Laurie — Ridler 
said that the organization 


wanted to give tenants a more 
affordable way to connect 
with support personnel, 
familiy and friends, and be 
able to access online resources 
more easily. 

“Staying connected to the 
world and being able to con- 
nect with people will always 
improve the quality of life for 
all,” said Ridler, who was 
joined by Brampton Mayor 
Linda Jeffrey and Ward 3 & 4 
Councillor Martin Medeiros 
during the press conference. 

Since launching, the pro- 
gram has offered subsidized 
internet to qualifying resi- 
dents for $10 per month. 
While the data cap was origi- 
nally set at 30 gigabytes per 
month, Rogers announced 
today that they would be in- 
creasing the cap for current 
and future participants in the 
program to 100 gigabytes per 
month. 

Having access to the inter-

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net is not a luxury, but an ab- 
solute necessity, said Rogers 
corporate responsibility sen- 
ior director Peter King. 

“Our world has only become 
more digital ... for us, this is 
about investing in our com- 
munities and helping Canadi- 
ans connect with their 
families, friends, and the digi- 
tal economy," he said. 

Affordable internet access 
will also ensure that residents 
stay connected with their fam- 
ilies, school, work and all 
other online resources, said 
Jeffrey. "In this digital age, ac- 
cess to internet is key in en- 
suring that all our residents 
stay Integrated with their 
community in Brampton and 
the Peel, allowing them a bet- 
ter chance to succeed.” 

The program doesn’t re- 
quire qualifying residents to 
sign a contract or credit check 
is required upon signing up.

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Cleanup continues after raging fire in Streetsville 


Investigators have con- 
cluded their search of a 
four-storey condominum in 
the heart of Streetsville that 
erupted in fire late last 
week. 

Firefighters were called to 
the Tannery Street and Joy- 
mar Drive area late Friday 
evening and discovered the 
condominium, which was 
not occupied due to being 
under construction, and 
worked to contain the 
quickly-spreading fire. 

The blaze caused minor 
damage to nearby buildings, 
forcing residents on the 
south side of Tannery to be 
evacuated. A firefighter suf- 
fered a minor injury unre- 
lated to the fire. 

According to Mississauga, 
the fire was vulnerable to 
fire due to having a wood 
frame as a result of the con- 
struction process. 

Mississauga Fire Chief 
Tim Beckett released a 
statement late Monday not- 
ing that the Ontario Fire 
Marshal’s office had con- 
cluded their investigation 
into the blaze, though the 
cause will not be officially 
known for some time. 

“Tt may be several months 
until we receive their official

report,” said Beckett. 

The nearby Credit River 
Retirement Residence on 
Rutledge Road _ suffered 
cracked windows as a result 


of the blaze, but no damage 
was sustained to the interior 
of the building and no occu- 
pants were injured.

to visit the residents inside 
until Monday morning. 
Tannery Street has since 
re-opened to both vehicle 
and foot traffic, though Rut- 


ledge Road remains closed 
to vehicles. 


MPs talk gender equality during campaign stop

Equal pay, child care du- 
ties and encouraging fe- 
males to take more 
leadership roles were some 
of the topics that were front 
and center during a recent 
event in Brampton last 
week. 

Patty Hajdu, Minister of 
Employment, Workforce 
Development and Labour, 
was in town with other MPs 
on Friday to announce a 
new federal employment in- 
surance (EI) parental shar- 
ing benefit. 

The new benefit encour- 
ages both parents in two- 
parent families to share the 
raising of their children 
equally, incentivizing it by 
offering five additional 
weeks of leave to those who 
participate. 

“Promoting a more equal 
share of parenting duties so 
that more women can suc- 
ceed in the workforce isn't 
just the right thing to do, it's 
the smart thing to do,” said 
Hajdu. “Our economy de- 
pends on it." 

According to Hajdu, the 
benefit announcement is 
part of a federal commit- 


ment to close the gender 
wage gap in the country. She 
said that the government 
recognizes that the wage 
gap has been partially 
caused by women taking on 
a disproportionate amount 
of caregiving duties. 

"The gender wage gap in 
Canada has always persisted 
partly thanks to the fact that 
caregiving duties have his- 
torically fallen primarily to 
women,” said Hajdu, point- 
ing out that a shift to equal 
parenting is part of a larger 
suite of policy tools the Feds 
are creating, including 
proactive pay equity, invest- 
ing more into childrcare and 
early learning services and 
appointment skilled women 
to key leadership positions. 

Brampton-East MP Raj 
Grewal, who also attended 
the event, said that gender 
equality has already been 
talked about enough and the 
time has come for action. 

“We are committed to 
moving forward in support- 
ing gender equality at home 
and at the workplace. The 
EI sharing benefit is just 
one of many ways our gov- 


ernment is working to im- 
prove opportunities for 
women and support the 
middle class,” Grewal said. 
According to a fact sheet 
released by the Federal gov- 
ernment late last year, the 
pay equity setup will affect 
roughly 1.2 million individ- 
uals in Canada, and is in- 
tended to include “strong 
oversight and management, 


require regular mainte- 
nance and take an innova- 
tive approach to ensure that 
women and men receive the 
same pay for work of equal 
value.” 

The parental benefit will 
directly impact thousands of 
young families living in 
Brampton, said Mayor 
Linda Jeffrey, who was also 
on-hand at the event. 


She said that the early 
days of childhood are the 
most important, and that 
families should be able to 
focus on their children with- 
out worrying about finances 
and work. 

“Raising kids is a shared 
responsibility, and it's time 
our parental benefits re- 
flected that," she said.

After 14 years of inade- 
quate funding for home care 
and long-term care, I regu- 
larly hear from residents of 
Dufferin-Caledon who are 
seeking help in either find- 
ing a bed in a long-term- 
care home or accessing a 
personal support worker. 

Last week, I asked the 
Minister of Health and 
Long-Term Care about the 
story of a local family whose 
father was forced to go to 
London to find a long-term 
care placement, three hours 
away from his friends and 
family. 

Stories like this are far too 
common and many others 
residents tell me that the 
government has failed to 
provide the service that 
families and seniors de- 
serve. 

Seniors are the fastest 
growing demographic in 
Canada _ and __ Statistics 
Canada shows that seniors 
will make up 23 percent of 
the population within the 
next 15 years. 


Caring for our seniors 
through long-term care 
homes is something the 
government should take 
pride in, yet wait times for 
long-term care in Ontario 
continue to grow. 30,000 
seniors are waiting for ac- 
cess to a long-term care bed, 
and the list is expected to 
grow to 50,000 people in 


the next six years. 

In our community, there 
are over 800 people on the 
waitlist for long-term care 
beds. Also, 30,000 of the 
province’s long-term care 
beds have not been rebuilt 
to modern standards. 

In Nov. 2017, the Central 
West Local Health Integra- 
tion Network (LHIN) re- 


leased statistics on the aver- 
age wait time to find a 
placement in long-term- 
care facilities in Dufferin- 
Caledon. 

According to Central West 
LHIN, the Avalon Retire- 
ment Centre’s waiting list is 
360 days. Dufferin Oaks 
Home waiting list is 481 
days. King Nursing Home

has a 348-day wait. Shel- 
burne Residence is 352 days 
and Vera M. Davis stands at 
662 days. 

The consequence of the 
long waitlist put incredible 
stress on family members 
who are trying to find a 
placement for their loved 
one. 

The Independent non- 


partisan Auditor General’ 
2015 report that for ever 
dollar that is supposed to be 
spent on home care, 39 
cents goes to administratio 
instead of front-line serv 
ices. 

The shortage in long 
term-care creates a backlog 
in our hospitals as individu 
als who should be in a long 
term care facility are forced 
to stay in a hospital bed 
until a long-term care bed 
becomes available. 

The Liberal government 
has failed to adequately in 
vest in long-term care, leav: 
ing hundreds of senior. 
behind. 

More needs to be done to 
build long-term care bed 
and improve home care i 
the province of Ontario.

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Brampton replaces contractor on Gore Meadows reconstruction

A contracted construc- 
tion company is no longer 
involved with the Gore 
Meadows expansion proj- 
ect, according to the City 
of Brampton. 

The move was an- 
nounced Tuesday morning 
by the City, who released a 
statement explaining that 
delays on the project have 
been “unreasonable” and 
that they've terminated 
the construction com- 
pany’s right to work on the

iately. 

“The City of Brampton 
recognizes the importance 
of the Gore Meadows ex- 
pansion to the community 
and has set a priority to 
finish construction as soon 


as possible,” a statement 
from the city’s communi- 
cations department said, 
a Deen that they’ve 
taken every step possible 
to push for a timely com- 
pletion for the project, 
which is intended to in- 
clude a fitness centre with 
an indoor track, outdoor 
skating rink, spray pad 
and aquatics facility. 

“(We are) taking steps to 
complete the project as 
quickly and efficiently as 
possible to get this facility 
open to the public at the 
earliest opportunity,” the 
City said.

Construction was fined

Brampton Cycling Club Ready to Roll for Another Season

The Brampton Cycling Club 
(BCC) is gearing up for an- 
other season. 

One of the region’s largest 
and most established road cy- 
cling clubs, the Brampton Cy- 
cling Club dubs itself as 
catering to “those who are 
semi-serious to very serious 
about their riding, but not so 
serious we don’t have a great 
time on our rides.” 

But what are the benefits of 
riding in a group? 

First and foremost, says BCC 
President John Bachmann, 
“riding with a group is safer. 
We share country roads with 
cars and in a group you are 
much more visible to mo- 
torists. You're also safer be- 
cause, if you have a problem 
such as a flat tire, you’ve got 
some very experienced rides 
with you to help you out.” 

Another benefit, says Bach- 
mann, is the ability to draft. 


“The shelter you get riding ina 
group allows you to go further 
than you can on your own. 
This exposes you to new roads 
and towns.” 

And finally, adds Bach- 
mann: “Riding in a group is a 
great way to make new friends 
and enjoy time with interest- 
ing club mates. Half-way 
stops at bakeries and coffee 
shops in many of the small 
towns that surround the GTA 
are a highlight of our rides.” 

BCC membership is $80 for 
the year, which includes On- 
tario Cycling Association in- 
surance. 

The BCC has five speed and 
distance groups to fit every 
pair of legs and lungs plus a 
variety of social events. Local 
rides are scheduled five days a 
week, starting from various 
sites across the Western GTA. 

Age is not a barrier, with 
Club riders ranging from the 


20s to the mid-80s. 

While it might look intimi- 
dating to see a group of riders 
whizz by in a blur of Lycra, the 
BCC is a great way to explore 
whether or the sport is for you. 

“You don’t have to have a 
super light $5000 road bike to 
join,” says Bachmann. 

“Many of our riders started 
with our Beginner group rid- 
ing a hybrid bike but, regard- 
less of what kind of bike you 
have, you do need to be able to 
average at least 20 km/h over 
a distance of 50 km. Anyone 
who can cover that distance at 
that pate will find riding with 
our club a very pleasant expe- 
rience. 

Unlike some cycling clubs, 
the BCC has a friendly ‘no- 
drop’ policy that gets riders 
who have picked the wrong 
group or are having a bad day 
safely back to the start. 

Bachmann adds the Bramp- 


ton Cycling Club is known for 
its well organized rides, the 
emphasis on safety, and for 
having very experienced tour 


leaders. 

Another plus adds Bach- 
mann, is the “fabulous website 
that keeps everyone informed 


about upcoming events and 
offers a wealth of information 
to new riders.”

State-of-the-Art Blood Services Laboratory Opens in Brampton

A state-of-the-art testing 
laboratory designed to in- 
crease productivity and 
lower operating costs in hos- 
pitals opened with a splashy 
grand opening last week in 
Brampton. 

Canadian Blood Services 
officially opened a new test- 
ing laboratory last Friday, lo- 
cated at the east end of the 
city. 

The 28,000 square-foot 
site is intended to centralize 
testing work and deliver bet- 
ter value to area hospitals 
and enhance the organiza- 
tion’s capabilities as a biolog- 
ics manufacturer, according 
to a statement. 

Mayor Linda Jeffrey, who 
was on hand to celebrate the 
occasion with Councillor Jeff 
Bowman and Brampton- 
South MP Sonia Sidhu, con- 
gratulated the company and 
thanked them for investing 
in the area, noting that there 
is always a need for local res- 
idents to donate. 

“When it comes to donat- 
ing blood, I know the people 
of Brampton are always 
ready and willing to step up,” 
she said.

The laboratory expansion 
adds an estimated 90 jobs to 
the 400 positions already 
filled at the company’s Park- 
side Drive site, and repre- 
sents a massive investment 
in the Brampton community, 
according to representatives. 

The testing laboratory will 
be responsible for donor test- 
ing activities for the eastern 
half of Canada, representing 
60 per cent of the country's 
donor testing. 

Representatives from CBS 
said that blood testing im- 
provements are valuable in 
the city’s growing health and 
life sciences sector, and 
pointed to the city’s eco- 
nomic development efforts, 
with dedicated resources and 
support to help drive growth 
and investment. 

The city is also taking an 
active role building partner- 
ships with health sector busi- 
nesses, care providers and 
public sector organizations to 
facilitate employment and 
innovation, according to 
Bowman. 

“ (This) is great news for 
the City and for the organiza- 
tion,” he said. “(Canadian 


Blood Services) will benefit 
from Brampton’s great loca- 
tion, access to transportation 
and infrastructure, and 
Brampton benefits from 
growth in a high-growth sec- 
tor and new high-skilled 
jobs.” 

According to CBS staff, a 
key investment decision for 
the company was proximity 
to Pearson Airport and local 
highways, from which blood 
samples can be_ shipped 
quickly for testing and give 
faster turnaround time to de- 
liver to hospitals. 

The new testing laboratory 
also reduces costs for pickup 
of biomedical waste and de- 
contamination. 

“This is a strategic growth 
sector for us, and we look 
forward to working with 
them and other businesses, 
supporting strong partner- 
ships in the health and life 
sciences sector as well as in- 
vestment and expansion 
needs as we grow together,” 
said Brampton Economic 
Development and Culture di- 
rector Bob Darling.
